ritably of our ſing, wherefo2e the ignoꝛante ot the common by deſire, affec⸗ 
tion, oz othermalice, excuſethnot them that know them not, but accuſeth 
and condemneth them, and therefozeourLp2d commandeth them to be had 
in medittaion in their houſes and without, in lleeping and in waking, and 
in all wozks. And thus we be holden and dound to keepe them ſo that he 
which neuer heard ſpeakeof them, and thinketh not to do eujll, ik he trel⸗ 
palle in one only willingly, and dieth ſoone after, he ſbould be damned per⸗ 
Durably.By this it appeareth that ignoꝛante of the commandements be pe- 
tilous, wherefoꝛe each man # woman ſtudy foꝛ to know the, #learn thẽ tuch

kelle them, oz recetue at Eaſter, oz keepe the holy day tommaunded, oꝛ at p 
faſt of obligation when they haue wil to do them, and bin lawkully letted, 
ſinne not. But euery man # woman keepethe, that Auarice, Slouth,oz de⸗ 
ſire to ſee many pleaſures, as dauuces,playes,o2 iugglers, oꝛ diſpꝛaiſing 
of our mother holy Church, be not caule p they trelpaſſe the commaunde= 
ment, to the end that they runne not in damnation, from the which keepe 
vs the mercy ot God; Amen, 


Here is to be noted that the tranſgreſſion ofthe commaundements of 
holy Church obligeth deadly ftnne, and by continuance eternall damna⸗ 
tion, as doth theobligation of the tommandements of the law, of whom 
is ſpoken befo2e. Foꝛ they that heare the Pꝛieſts reading the commande 
ments in the Church on the Sondayes in the parochial ſeruice time, and 
actompliſbeth the laid commandements, heareth God, and doth his will, 
but all that miſpzaiſeth the pꝛieſt, and doth not their commandements af- 
ter the o2dinance of the Church, miſpꝛaileth God, and any 
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— peritons;

t Yuftice be not peruerted. I Judge alſo cught to know (both the par 
tics heard} who hath ria ht and who hath w2ong, and iud ge egally efter 
true iuſtice. Alſo a Pꝛeiſt oz a teligious man ought to know their oꝛders, 
and keepthem, and aboue all things ought to knew the law of God, and 
teach them vnto the ignozant. And thus ot all other vocations. Foz all 
them that know not their vocation be not wozthy to be, and ltue in perill ot 
eirſoules fo2 their ignoꝛante. The fifth, that al men ought to knowe, is 
hehauediſcretion and vnderſtiding,to kee wit he be in the grace of God 
92. not. Ind How it de right difficile, foz God onely knoweth it, nue rtheltſle 
we may haue conlectures that ſbeweth it, and ſufficient foz Shepheards 
and lay people to know, if they be in theloueof the Loꝛd, #it they haue con» 
ietture to be in it, therefoʒe there ought none to repute themſelues iuft, but 
oughtto humble themtelueg, #afke him merty that maketh 3 

my an 
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and none other. Paincipally we ought to know this ſcience when we will 
receiue: the body of Jeſu Lyzift . Foz who that rece:ucthhis grate ã good 
nes; rectmeth his taluation, and who that receiueth-himothcrwile, recei- 
ueth everlaſting. damnation, of the which thing euery man is iudge in 
hunteiſe ot his owne conſcience, and none other; 'Che.comectures wherc- 
by we may know if that we be in the grace of God oz not. Thefir(tFoniec- 
ture is when we do trauaile foz to clenſe our conſcience of our ſoules by pe⸗ 
nante, as much as it we laboured to get ſome great good, that we bee not 
culpable ot any deadly ſinne Done, oz in will to do, noꝛ in anyſentence, then 
it is good coniecturing to be in the grace of od. The ſecond coniecture 
that theweth in lite wile to bee in the grace of God is when wee be moze 
pꝛompt and ready to good, obleruing and keeping the commandements of 
God, and doo all good wozkes that we ſhould haue accuſtomed, The third 
coniecture is when wee heare gladiy the woꝛd of Sod, as Sermons and 
good counſailers foz our ſaluation. The fourth when we be ſoꝛty and con⸗ 
trite at our heart to haue commiſed and done any ſinne. The litt ts, when 
with good purpoſe and will ol our ſelueg, we perteuer to keepe vs ſtom ſin 
in time to come. Theſe coniectures be they, whereby Shepheards und lay 
people know it᷑ they be in his grace oznot , as much as in tbem is poilible 
to zuow. Che ſixt thing that euery mau ought to know is Sod, toz al men 
ought ts know God, foꝛ to accompliſh his will and commandement, by the 
which he would be ioned with all thy heart, with allthyſoule, and with all 
thefozce that we haue, which we may not do if we know him not, then 
who that would laue God. ought to know him, and the moze that they 
know him, the moze they loue him: wherefoze hcreafter ſball be aide how 
Shepheards and ſi nple people doo knowhim, Shephcards and hym⸗ 
ple people foꝛ to haue knowledge ot᷑ Cod ottheir poſſibility coltdering ther 
things.

Jn this ſeaſon, they elchew 
the company of women, and they bath them oft in colde water to alwage 
theheate of their bodies enfozced by labours. Alway they haue with them 
ſurgercandie, oz other Sugar, whereokthey take little and often, and each 
day in the Moꝛning they do foꝛce them by coughing and ſpitting, to voide 
fleumes, and voide them aboue and below the beſt that they can, and waſh 
their hands with freſh water, their mouth and vlage.

And diuers other 
things contained in this pꝛelent compoſt a Kalender of ſhep- 
herds, the which is extract and compoled out of their kalender # put in let · 
ters, lo that each may tompꝛile a know ag they the things aboue ſaid,Firſt 
one ought to know what the ũgure is, the diſpoſitis of the wozld, the num · 
ber and oꝛder of the Elements, and the mouings of the ſkies appertaineth 
to be kriowne ofeuerymanoffree convition,and noble engin. Foxit is a 
fayze thing,delectable,pzofitable,and honeſt, and therewith it is neceſſarie 
to haue diuers other knowledges, in etpectall foz the Aſtrologie of Shep- 
peards, which ſbeweth how the woꝛld is as round as a bal. And after wile⸗ 
men cap, there is nothing ſo round as it. Foxit is ronndes then any thing 
artificiall. And mozeouer,m this wozld we ſee nothing, ne neuer ſhall, that 
is ſo iuft and egall round as it ſelfe is, and is compoſed cf the heauen, and 
koure elements in ſiue pzinripall parts. After that, a perſon ought to 
knowthat the earth is inthe middle or the wozi?;foz it is the heauieſt Ele- 
ment.

by thatthat each planethath is pꝛoper moouing, contraryto themouing 
of the ſtarreg, foꝛ the Moonemaketh a courſe leſſe in a moneth about the 
earth, then a ſtar fixed, andthe ſunne a courſe leſſe tn a ycare, and the other 
planets in ccrtaine time, eachatter the quantitieof Higmocuing . Thus 
it appeareth that the planets moue two moouings , ſome ſh:pheards ſup= 
poſe by imagination that all:heſkies ceaſedto maue bythe dayly moving, 
the Moone would make a courſe in going from the occident into the o2:- 
ent, in as much time as laſtethnow xxvii. daies and eight houres, and 
Mercury, Menus. and Sol would make in manner courſe in the ſpice ofa 
yeare, and Mars in two yeare oz there about. and Saturne in thirty yeare 
02 there about. Foz now they make their courſe oꝛ reuolutions, and accom⸗ 
pliſb their pꝛoper mouings in the time here named. The pꝛoper mauings. 
of Planets is not ſtraight from occident to oʒient, but it is as ſideway, and 
Shepheardg ſee them ſenſibly , fo2 
whe they ſee the moone betoꝛe a ſtar 
one night, the lecond oz thirdnight 
it is behind, not ſtraight toward o⸗ 
tient, but ſhal be dꝛawed one time 
toward Septentrion and another 
time toward Midday, and this is 
becauſe of the latitude of the zodi⸗ 
ake, in p which be the twelue ſignes 
vnderwhom the Planets raigneth. >

tember. Ind the other is called equinoctiall of pzime time that the ſunne 
entereth in Aries, in the month of March.

T wo great circles bin onthe cup named colours, that diuideth þ ſkies 
infoure egall parts, and croſſeth their ſelfe directly, the one paſſeth by 
the poles of the wozlv,and by the two es, and the other by the Poles 
aiſa, and by the two equinoctials. Thefirittmall circle is called the circle 
Artike, becauſe of the pole odiake about the pole Artikr, and his like is to 
his oppolite, named the circle Antartike, The other two be named Tro⸗ 
pikes.the one of ſummer, and the other ol Winter. The Tropike ot ſum- 
mer is cauſe of the ſolſtice of fummer, beginning of Canter the Tropike 
of winter of the ſolſtice of winter, beginning of Capzicozne,and bin egally 
diſtant one circle from the other. Bere ought to bee noted that the diſlances 
ofthe pole artike, to the circle artike, and tde diſtance of the Troptk of fum- 
mer to the equinoctiall, #thatof the equinoctiall to the tropike of Winter, 
and from the circle antarlike to the pale antattike, are iuſt egal, ech of xxiii. 
degrees #an halfe e thereabout.then the e from the cquinoctiall to 
the tropike of tammer. and from the circlearcike to the pole make togither 
xvii. degrees. The wich tue away ofthe quarter betweene the pole and 
the equmoctia'l, whereas bin Irrrx. degrees, ſave that there abideth xliiii.

And whether that riſeth ſooner 
the equinoctiall oꝛ the ʒodiake, yet alwaves they end together. Example 
of the two mouings afozſaid,as1f two men went fram London to Wind- 
coze. and departed both togethrr, and that at the beginning the one go 
andthe other ſoftly,he that goeth faſtſhould be ſooner in the midway then 
the other, but if he that went faſt to the midway goſoftlyand the other faſt 
they ſball be both at once in 7Utindſoze. Allo the halte of the zodiake from 
the beginning to Cancer vnto the end ol Sagittary,inriſingbearesmoze 
then halfe ok the E qumoctiall, ſo that this halte riteth all tight, and the o⸗ 
ther halte of the Zodiake riſeth obltkely.

The firſt climat after ſome ſhepheras contai⸗ 
neth in length halte the circuite of the carth, that is, two hundzed thouſand 
and foure hundzed mile, and it hath a hundzed thouſand and two hundꝛed 
mile ofiength- The ſecond and ca of the other. foz theleſſing ofthe carth 
comming toward Septentrion. To vnderſtand what a climate is, ofter 
the ſayingofthe Shepheards. I climate is a ſpace of carth equally large, 
whereof the length is krom oꝛient to occident, andthe bzeadth is comming 
from Midday, and from the earth inhabitabletowarde the Equinoctiall, 
dꝛawing to ſeptentrion, as much as an Yozologe oz clocke changeth not. 
Fopln 1＋—— the clocks change vii. times in the bꝛedth of the cli- 
mate. It is ot᷑necellity to ſap that they be ſeauen, and where the variation 
of hozologeg is: there is the diuerſity of climates,howbeit that tuch varia⸗ 
tion pꝛopetiy to be taken in the midſt ofthe climates, and not in the 
beginning oz end taz the pzoximity and couenance the one ok the other. Al⸗ 
ſoone climate hath alwayes a dap axtiſiciall ot ſummer, ſhozter oꝛ longer 
then another climate, and this day ſheweth the difference in the midſt ot e- 
ucryclimate, better then the beginning oz end, the whirh thing wee may 
ſenftbly know at eye, and thereby iudge the difference ofthe climates. And 
it is to be noted that vnder the Equinoctiall.the dayeg and the nights in al 
times are equall, each of twelue houres, but comming toward ſeptentrion 
the dayes of ſummer longeth, a the winter dayes ſboꝛtned. a the moꝛe that
